As time continues its inexorable march for we older

You may be interested to know that at 
the recent Adelaide United game, the BSSA 
presented a mug featuring Brisbane coach and 
player Stuart McLaren to Adelaide coach John 
Kosmina. Word has it that Kossie accepted the 
BSSA presentation with good humour and in the 
spirit it was intended. 


Other BSSA activities include production of a video 
on the Strikers themed on the preparation and 
training for the home game against Sydney United 
culminating in match-play, regular activities such 
as the Free Kick, Mascots, an away trip to the 
Parramatta game (the deferment to Monday 9 
February has presented a few problems for some 
BSSA members) and Man of the Match. Some 
people have asked how MOTM is determined. The 
following is a brief summary. 


For each home a different panel consisting of five 
judges is selected.

Torrential rain and a severe electrical 
storm forced the abandonment of last 
weeks Home match against Sydney United 
with the Strikers leading 1-0. Referee Ben 
Williams called a holt to proceedings in 
the 68th minute as the Brisbane area was 
ravaged by one of the most wild storms to 
hit the city in the past thirty years. With 
Mother Nature turning on a spectacular 
lightning display in the storm clouds 
that were gathering above the southern 
end of the ground. At the time of writing 
this column Soccer Australia had not 
decided the fate of the game, however, 
it is likely the match will be replayed in 
the upcoming weeks as the outcome will 
be vital to the final make up of the top 
six. Brisbane defender Josh McCloughan 
scored his first ever goal in the National 
Soccer League, heading home a Louis 
Brain corner kick in the 43rd minute to 
give the Strikers a 1-0 halftime lead. It was 
the highlight of a half in which the home 
team knocked the ball around confidently, 
but failed to create many: clear-cut goal 
scoring opportunities against a very well 
organized Sydney United defense. United 
striker Paul lvanic looked menacing in the 
early stages of the game with his best 
chance coming in the 16th minute, when 
he drove a shot from the edge of the box, 
forcing Brisbane goalkeeper Scott Higgins 
to make a full stretch, diving save. The 
visitors other striker, Brendan Santalab 
also had a couple of opportunities to 
score for the Sydney Siders but failed to 
hit the target. The heavens opened as 
the teams came out for the second half, 
and set the tone for the remainder of the 
game. Ilvanic had a chance to equalise 


early in the second half, but pushed his 
header wide of the goal. United’s job was 
made even harder when midfielder David 
Huxley was sent off for a second yellow 
card in the 52nd minute. With the rain 
intensifying as the half progressed, both 
sides struggled to control the ball as the 
ground become unable to absorb the 
increasing downpour. The rain continued 
to build in intensity, and after about 20 
minutes of the second half, the ground 
was deemed unplayable. The Referee’s 
decision was very hard to argue against, as 
the game had degenerated considerably 
in the conditions, with the players finding 
it increasingly harder to pass the ball 
without it pulling up or skipping over 
the surface water now starting to appear 
on the hallowed ground of Perry Park. 
Confusion reigned as Williams held an 
impromptu meeting in the middle of 
the field which saw the unhappy and 
disillusioned Strikers players remain on 
the park a good five minutes after his 
decision to call the game off. At the post 
game press conference, Brisbane player- 
coach Stuart McLaren said he had never 
experienced such atrocious conditions. 
“I’ve never played in conditions like that 
before,” McLaren said. “The ref felt that 
the conditions - with the rain and lightning 
- were too dangerous for the players to 
continue.” Sydney United coach Grant 
Lee said it would be a tough decision for 
Soccer Australia to make with regards to 
the outcome of the match. “It’s tough,” 
Lee said. “If | was in Stuey’s position and 
you were told to replay the game or share 
the points, I’d feel a little ticked off.”
